Fine > Swimming Pool To 
Be Built Here by Local 
Company; Work Started 


Elba is to have at a very 
early date one of the best and 
most modernly equipped swim- 
ming pools in this section, ac- 
cording to announcement just 
made public by local men. 

The pool will be located just 
across Pea river bridge from 
the business section of town. 
The plot of ground which has 
been called “the park” has 
been secured, and this will be 
cleared up and put in first class 
condition by the time the pool 
is ready for opening. 

Plans are being made - to 
build a pool 40 feet by 80 feet, 
which will be equipped with. 
bath houses both for men and 
women. These houses will 
be fitted with shower baths and 
sanitary connections. It being 
the purpose of those behind 
the project to make it strictly 
modern in every respect. 

For several days work has 
been progressing rapidly on a 
deep well which will furnish 
the water supply for the pool. 
Alveady.a depth of over 250 
feet has been reached on the 
well..

A stock company has been 
organized among local people 
to sponsor the project, and it 
is estimated that about $5,000 
will be spent. Present plans 
are to have the pool ready for 
opening about the first of June.
